As the investigation progressed, it was also discovered we

But one of the j agencies developed a 
source who stated that Ford ragged about having a 
weapons cache on a mining claim within a 30 minute drive from 
Las Vegas. Subsequent resource through the BLM found that Ford 
were involved with a company called Global 
Exploration and Mining, and documents were found at both of their 
residences indicating they were associated with a project known 
as Gold City Mine, which is a BLM mine/mill site approximately 30 
minutes from Las Vegas. 


Upon checking the inspection records for this site, 
and talking with the BLM inspectors who have been to the site, 
they noted that this location was actually a large, fenced-in 
warehouse facility, that was supposedly milling ore for the local 
mining operation. But the inspectors stated they have never 
found any indications of any process relating to mining or 
milling occurring in this structure, though the facility had a 
full-time security guard on station. On one occasion, the 
security guard allowed the BLM inspector into the facility, and 
photos were taken of what appeared to be a sophisticated 
laboratory, which was complete with an incubator, and other 
equipment needed to produce or analyze biological processes. 


These photographs were shown to the local Drug 
Enforcement Administration (DEA) Office, who concluded that it 
was not an illegal drug lab, and the BLM mining inspectors stated 
that it was not the type of lab commonly found with mining or 
assay operations. The pictures also depicted large 55-gallon 
barrels marked as Nitric Acid, which according to explosives 
experts, is a base substance for making C-4 and other explosive 
materials.

EVACUATION NOTICE 


Pursuant to Irvine Municipal Code Section 4-9-107, the City Manager of the City 
of Irvine has declared a local emergency and ordered the evacuation of all 
persons within 300 feet of 19 Foxboro (see attached map). This Proclamation is 
based on the potential immediate threat to public safety from hazardous 
materials and munitions at that address. 


Pursuant to the Local Emergency Proclamation, any unauthorized person who 
willfully and knowingly enters or remains within the area within 300 feet of 19 
Foxboro after receiving notice to evacuate shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 


The Irvine Police Department has determined that your home is located within an 
area deemed to potentially be hazardous to public health and safety. Effective 
Wednesday, March 8, 2000, at a time no later than 9:00 p.m., this area of the 
City is temporarily being closed to all persons except authorized emergency 
personnel. 


We understand that this evacuation is a serious imposition on you and we did not 
make the decision lightly. However, your safety and that of your family is our 
highest priority. You are requested to comply with this request. Failure to do so 
may result in an arrest.

On March 2, 2000, Irvine Police investigators served several search warrants in furtherance of 
the James P. Riley attempt homicide investigation. During this same time, an individual came 
forward with information that led the Irvine Police Department to believe that Dr. Larry Ford 
may have been maintaining certain hazardous materials in a vehicle and in his home. 


On March 3, 2000, the Orange County Fire Authority Hazardous Materials Team, the Orange 
County Sheriff’s Department Bomb Squad, the F.B.I. Hazardous Materials Response Team and 
the Orange County Health Department conducted a search for these possible materials. No 
hazardous materials were located inside the vehicle. Investigators did locate 20-30 small jars of 
unknown substances and a one-liter sized container of an unknown substance inside Dr. Ford’s 
home. All of these materials were removed for identification and further investigation. None of 
these materials have yet been positively identified. 


The Irvine Police Department investigation into the attempt homicide has been continuing. 
Investigators have now learned through credible informants, that Dr. Ford may have secreted 
additional hazardous materials within his home and in his yard. Based on this new information, 
the Irvine Police Department obtained a search warrant for Dr. Ford’s home and officers have 
secured that location. : 


The Orange County Fire Authority Hazardous Materials Team, the Orange County Sheriff's 
Department. Bomb Squad, the F.B.I. Hazardous Materials Response Team and the Orange 
County Health Department have been requested to mitigate these hazardous materials. That 
mitigation process will begin on Thursday, March 9, 2000, at 6:00 a.m. 


The investigation has determined that these materials have been at Dr. Ford’s residence for some 
period of time — at least several months, if not substantially longer. The investigation has also 
revealed that the substances are sealed in various containers and that there is no evidence that the 
containers have been compromised in any way. Although the hazardous materials teams believe 
that there is no current threat of contamination by the substances in their current condition, 
contamination may occur if the containers are breached. |

believe that these hazardous materials may only be-harmful if there is direct contact with the 


substances. 


As a precaution, a limited evacuation around Dr. Ford’s home will be conducted during the 
mitigation procedure. All residences within 300 feet of the Ford residence will be evacuated 
during the mitigation process. This 300-foot radius will require the evacuation of 42 homes. 
Because Dr. Ford’s home is immediately adjacent to Springbrook Elementary School, the school 

has been closed by the Irvine Unified School District effective immediately. . 


The Irvine Unified School District has canceled all school sessions for Springbrook Elementary 
School students for Wednesday March 8, 2000, Thursday March 9, 2000, and Friday March 10, 
2000.

Dr. Larry C. Ford was the Chief Research Scientist for Biofem, Inc, and was considered a 

suspect j iracy to kill Patrick Riley. There was a strong, long-term relationship 

betwee ‘ord, which Ford confirmed. Ford would not consent to an 


interview and committed suicide at his Irvine home, 19 Foxboro, on March 2, 2000. 


After Ford’s death, Irvine Police Department began receiving numerous phone calls from 
individuals who wanted to provide information on Ford and Riley regardin g business and 
personal matters. After screening these calls and debriefing numerous subjects, there 
appeared to be a serious public safety threat consisting of possible buried weapons and 
biological hazardous material at Ford’s residence. Several sources stated that Dr. Ford 
had worked with the U.S. Army in developing biological, chemical and genn warfare- 
type weapons. Due to these facts, the F.B.I. was contacted and confirmed that Irvine 
Police Department should consider the public safety threat at Dr. Ford’s residence “very 
credible.” A subsequent search at Ford’s home and residence revealed a cache of illegal 
firearms, military grade explosives and numerous liquid substances which are being 
screened by Center for Disease Control in Atlanta. Preliminary results of several of these 
substances confirmed them to be of serious public health and safety nature. Sources have 
also stated that Dr. Ford has a stash of unknown items at an unknown desert location. 


The Irvine Police Department continued to receive numerous calls and contacts from 
primarily women who were concemed because they had been treated by Dr. Ford. 
Almost all of these women were currently suffering some type of serious illness, Yanging 
from cancer to Carpal Tunnel Syndrome. Several stated their illness could not be 
identified. 


These same sources said that Dr. Ford was known to perform experiments on patients 
without their knowledge. This supposedly consisted of chemical experiments, inducing 
illness to see if he could cure it, to planting cancer in order to keep them as patients. 
Besides confirmation that numerous patients of Dr. Ford’s are currently suffering fron 
serious illnesses, none of the other patient experimentations have been confirmed or 
corroborated. It should be noted that Dr. Ford told at least one source that he produced a 
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biological warfare agent which could not be killed. He gave this agent to the U.S. Army, 
but was concemed because of the inability to render it benign. After giving it to the U.S. 
Army, Dr. Ford replicated the substance and it is unknown any additional specifics on 
this agent.

It is also 
important to note that the FBI did_not prohibit Irvine Police investigators trom 
talking to any witness as erroneously stated in the article. Based on our long- 
standing relationship, the FBI and the Irvine Police Department safely and 
professionally mitigated any danger to the community. The response to the 
incident at Dr. Ford’s Woodbridge home is a model for local, state and federal 
cooperation. :

I am writing with regards to our conversation of Monday, July 31, 2001. 


During Our conversation I expressed by concerns and frustrations at having 
been unable to speak with physicians you had referred me to. After our 


conversation, I was very pleased to receive a phone call from b6 
aes was calling in conference with I have bIc 
enclosed a copy of a letter yo that reviews wnat was discussed. 


I am writing this letter to you to make a formal request, as you suggested, 
that the contents of the vials. taken by HazMat teams from Dr. Larry Ford's 

residence and business be thoroughly analyzed. You told me that not all 

of the substances had been analyzed due to cost considerations, saying that 
you believed each test costs approximately $25,000 and that could amount 

to millions of dollars. 


I realize that this is extremely expensive but I do believe that it is 
an important avenue of inquiry because the contents of those vials may 
hold an answer to the serious, life-altering, and extremely debilitating 
condition from which I, and perhaps others, suffer after our contact with 


Larry Ford. 


I was recently dismayed to find out that a witness had told you that Dr. 
Ford had said he was going to infect me with an "alpha bug" promising that 

I would "never be healthy or normal again." It is very disconcerting that 

I began to suffer from a serious neurological condition after this statement 
was made by Dr. Ford. 


Of further concern is the fact that my symptoms and the symptoms of another 
person who has a clear history of having received an injection by Dr. Ford 
after she suddenly became violently ill during a business lunch with him, 
have very clear similarities. We both suffer from disabling vertigo, 
hyperacusis, hemifacial spasm, swallowing difficulties, sleep disturbances, 
and cognitive problems. 


You asked me if I had considered that my symptoms may have come from some 


other cause. I told you that, indeed, I had been living with the belief 
that my condition was due to a rare "congenital anomaly" as was the

initial diagnosis of my neurologist and Presbyterian University Hospital 
where I underwent four brain operations to attempt to alleviate some of 
my symotoms. 


This diagnosis was made, however, in the absence of this new data about 
the possiblity of deliberate infection by Dr. Ford. 


As I mentioned in our discussion on Monday, my neurologist told me that 
she believes it is “highly plausible" that my condition could have arisen 
from either a toxin or infectious agent if Larry Ford had delivered such 
a toxin or agent to me. I discussed briefly the medical opinion behind 
her statement and you told me that you were not a physician and not to

You asked me what I sought from you and I told you that I wanted to know 
what theories the FBI'had concerning my infection and possible treatments 
for the condition. I said I wanted to know if there were records in Dr.

You told me that the FBI was not in possession of such documents 
and that it had no theories on what could possibly have been used to 
infect me. 


You did mention the unanalyzed materials and said that I could write you 
with formal request that these be tested, stating why I felt it was important 
to do so. 


I hope that this letter adequately articulates my reasons for believing 
this is appropriate action to take, I believe that my future health and 
the health of at least one other individual may be at stake here and I 
hope that your Agency will take this request under consideration.

[ am grateful to have had the opportunity to discuss the following issues 
with you in a conference call withp after attempting to 


make contact with you for 3 weeks. 


As you will recall, I expressed my dismay and devastation over the fact 
that I have recently been made aware that a witness in the Larry Ford 
matter told the FBI over a year ago that Larry Ford had said he was going 
to infect me with an "alpha bug" and that I would "never be normal or 
healthy again." 


I take that statement very seriously since I have suffered:-from a non- 
specific neurological condition since 1987 that has rendered me completely 
disabled. I consulted with scores of physicians between 1987 and 1990, 

when I underwent the first of four brain operations in attempt to ease 

Iy Symptoms of vertigo, hyperacusis, hemifacial spasm, swallowing difficulties, 
tinnitus, and glossopharyngeal neuralgia. 


I told you that the onset of my symptoms was on October 1, 1987 and was 
characterized by the development of vertigo, fatigue, and sleep disturbances. 
I described my vertigo as being a sense of instability, of a rocking 
sensation and not "true" or rotational vertigo. I told you that in the 


' Spring of 1990 I began to develop right-sided hemifacial spasm and that 


sometime between 1987 and 1990 I began to suffer from extreme hyperacusis 
which required the use of hearing aids to “turn down" the volume of simple 
ambient noises such as running water or silverware hitting against a plate. 

It informed you that I began to be affected by left-side hemifacial spasm 

in September of 1990, after undergoing my first brain operation. I also 
complained of experiencing some cognitive difficulties that had not been 

an issue previously. I informed you that, prior to the onset of my symptoms, 
I had graduated with honors from UCLA and had enjoyed a successful career 

in television journalism. 


After discovering that Dr. Ford had made the statement about his intention 











to infect me, I spoke with my physicians. The neurologist who diagnosed 

me with microvascular compression syndrome at the University of Pittsburgh 
has indicated that it is "highly plausible" that a toxin or infectious 
agent could have been responsible for my condition rather than a congenital 
anomaly that was initially suspected. This diagnosis had been made in the 
absence of data recently provided.

She explained that the condition for which I was operated (microvascular 
compression) involves what is normal neurovascular anatomy in most people. 
Patients who suffer from the constellation of symptoms that have plagued 
me for 14 years, can have an abnormal response mechanism in the nucleus 
of the neurons in the brainstem, which makes them prone to exaggerated 
responses to normal cranial nerve/vascular interactions. She went on to 
say that an infectious agent or toxin deliberately used on me could be 
responsible for the altered response in my brainstem. 


In our’ co n Monday, I told you of another person who was interviewed Ee 
by you an last year, after an initial interview with the FBI. om 
In discussions wi er over the last few weeks, we have discovered that 


we have a suffered from very similar symptoms. The overlap would include 
vertigo, fatigue, sleep disturbances, hemifacial spasm, hyperacusis, and 
cognitive difficulties. 


Unlike her, I cannot pinpoint the exact date that I may have been infected 
but, 1£ the timeframe of 1983-84 is accurate, then she and I experienced 
approximately the same lagtime from time of infection to onset of symptoms. 


You told me you would be consulting with your colleagues in California 

and on the East Coast concerning this matter. You also told me that you 
would be contacting me with your findings within approximately two weeks and 
mentioned August 14, 2001 as the date I could expect to hear from you. 


I asked you to explore the possibilities of both toxins and infectious agents 
in your inquiries. I specifically requested that you look into Borrelia 

and Mycoplasma. I also asked that you consider any organisms that have 

an affinity for the brainstem and cranial nerves -- especially since these 
seem to have been the areas that have been affected. 

f am aware that approximately 289 vials of chemicals and other substances 
were removed by HazMat teams from Larry Ford's home and office. I have 

been told that only 16 of these substances have been analyzed. It would 

seem appropriate that further analysis of the remaining substances be 

conducted, since they may hold answers for me individuals whose 

lives have possibly been affected by Dr. Ford. re ( the Santa Pe 
Ana FBI has indicated to me that the cost of analysis is very high and mae 
estimated that each test cost $25,000. I understand that this is very, 

very expensive but, under the circumstances, I believe it merits further 

study. 


This is an extremely serious matter and I hope that it will treated as 
such. My one and only goal is to find answers about possible agents that 
may have been used to infect me so that I might find treatment options

to hopefully reverse or alleviate the symptoms that prevent me from having 
much quality of life. I have lost 14 important years and cling to the hope 
that my future might be better with diagnosis and treatment. 


I have offered to provide you' with full medical history, records, and 
the names of physicians who have cared for me.

Last Monday (March 18) a freezer broke down at the BYU 
Chemistry Department. When various objects were pulled out of the 
freezer, a cardboard box bearing Dr. Ford's name was removed from 
the freezer.

Details: At the request of Los Angeles in referenced 


communication, the Hazardous Materials Response Unit (HMRU) 
tasked the U.S. Army Medical Research Institute of Infectious 
Diseases (USAMRIID) to further analyze the handle of an umbrella 
recovered from the residence of Larry Ford for the presence of 
ricin toxin. Specifically, Los Angeles noted that the umbrella 
handle has a dagger-like attachment to the handle that can be 
secreted in the shaft of the umbrella. 


The HMRU requested the USAMRIID to collect swab samples. 
and rinsates from the dagger-like attachment to the handle as 
well as from the space in which the attachment was inserted. The 
swabbed material and rinsates were subjected to antibody-based 
detection using the enhanced chemiluminescence (ECL) methodology

Details: By way of Summary, in March 2002 the Provo RA was 
notified that a box belonging to Dr. Larry Ford (deceased) had 
turned up in a laboratory of the chemistry department of Brigham 
Young University (BYU). subsequently, the Provo RA responded and 
inventoried the contents of this cardboard box. The box 
contained an array of beakers, bottles and laboratory glassware 
containing many different compounds and chemical substances. 
(Many of the bottles seem to have never been opened, and these 
contained chemicals that were probably purchased by the 
university.) 


In March 2002, Salt Lake City advised Los Angeles and 
the Counterterrorism Division of the finding of the box, and 
approval was sought to have its contents safely destroyed by the 
staff of the BYU chemistry department. Salt Lake Cit was

Early in October 1997 Miller fell ill, and on October 12", at Baptist Integris Medical Center in 
Oklahoma City, he died. The office of the Chief State Medical Examiner ultimately attributed his 
death to “adult respiratory distress syndrome of unknown etiology” and, at the encouragement of 
the FBI, characterized the manner of death as “natural.” When, in December 1999, I challenged 
this characterization, the Chief State Medical Examiner amended the death certificate to report 
the manner of death as “unknown.” 


I certainly consider it possible that Miller’s death was a homicide. After considerable prodding, 
in 2002 the office of the Chief Medical Examiner referred the case to the CDC, which performed 
certain limited tests (including PCR tests for anthrax), the results of which were negative, on 
tissue and blood samples which had been retained (the body having been cremated). Other tests, 
e.g., for inhalational ricin, although requested by the medical examiner immediately following 
the death, have apparently never been performed.”

witting or unwitting) in the demise of Ron Miller, as I have learned more about Ford himself and b6 
a number of those with whom he came in contact, I have come to view the entire Ford saga as b7C 
extremely interesting and extremely disquieting. In the process I have become increasingly me 
skeptical concerning the official conclusion that Ford committed suicide. 


The p I in the Ford matter raises particularly disturbing questions. When 
Ford’ ere discovered, the FBI immediately shrouded its investigation. For 
example, from that point it effectively excluded state/local law enforcement, and it has carefully 
concealed any findings.
